LARGEST TUNNEL IN 
THE WORLD. 


ROAD UNDER THE MERSEY 
NEXT YEAR. 


The members of the Mersey Tunnel Joint 
Committee inspecte dthe progress made in 
constructing the road tunnel between Liver- 
pool and Birkenhead. 

The party were taken down both the Liver- 
pool and Birkenhead shafts in lifts, and con- 
veyed along the headings in cars drawn by 
electrically driven motors to the faces, where 
the men were working with pneumatic drills 
and pickaxes. 

From the Liverpool shaft the upper head- 
ing has been driven 1,310ft., and from the 
Birkenhead shaft 1,710ft., and 2,178it. 
separates the two faces. The cover of rock 
over the top of the heading varies between 
7ft. and 11ft., and above the rock is a layer 
of ravel trom. 4tt. to 10ft. Pilot borings to

been completed. The work was started at 
the beginning of March last, and during the 
period of its operations was responsible for 
the employment of over 100 men, eighty of 
whom belonged to Wexford town. The en- 
tire cost of the undertaking was £8,037 5s. 
4d.. including engineering fees and the 
acquisition of land. The wages received by 
Wexford workmen alone was approximately

In view of 
the fact that ‘during seventeen years prior 
to 1922 the rainfall was less than evaporation, 
it is clear that such storage capacity was 
quite insufficient. | . . 

In order to provide for a period of six 
months during which evaporation exceeded 
rainfall, a storage capacity of 435,500,000 is 
necessary. The method adopted was to raise 
the dam up 5 feet 3 inches, but as the in 
creased height would be responsible for a 
creater weight of water on the bank it was 
necessary to reinforce its stability by its 
being thickened on its downstream face some 
11 feet, and a reinforced concrete wall eight 
feet high, being built along its whole lervth 
of the upstream’s side of its crest. «he 
valve tower by-wash weir and all its abut- 
ments had to be raised. whilst the tunnel 
through the dam had to be extended some 
twelve feet. The boundaries of the old site 
bad to be pushed back in places and about 
two acres of additional land acquired. The 
increased depth of five feet has increased the 
high water area of the reservoir from 10.28 
to 125 acres and giving an incrensed storage 
erpacity of 15,600 000 esllons. bringing the 
total storave to 40.600,000.

THE CREAMERIES. 


VOTE OF £36,500 PASSED. 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, moved 
a vote of £35,500, being a supplementary 
estimate for the Department of Agricultare. 

Mr. P. HOGAN, Minister for Agricultare, 
said that. £16,500 was needed for the purchase 
of the Golden Vale Dairy Company, which 
conststed of three central creameries and three 
auxiliaries ; £4,000 was needed for the Clon- 
oulty Creameries—one central and fhree 
auxiliaries; and £5,000 for the Ballymakeera 
Central Creamery.. A further sum of £8,000 
would be required. The Golden Vale Company 
was being taken over as a going concern. 
lt had certain credits and stocks in hands 
and also certain debts. ‘There was a balance 
in favour of the stocks and credits of £8,000. 
Assuming that the stocks on hands, plus the 
debts due, to the company, amounted to, 
say, £12,000, and, on the other hand, that 
there were debts due by the company 
amounting to £4,000, that would be a 
difference of £8,000 in favour of the assets of 
the company. He did not say thet the figures 
were actually right, but he used them to 
illustrate the situation. 

The owners of the premiscs would be paid 
£16,500, plus £8,000, and that £8,000 would 
be recovered afterwards hy collecting the 
debts and selling the stocks. The debts due 
on the premises were guaranteed by the com- 
pany, as were the value of the stocks. 

RE-SALE. 

They need only deal, therefore, with the 
figure of £16,500 for the Golden Vale Com- 
pany. That represented the purchase money 
of three central and two auxiliary creamerties. 
They proposed to re-sell the creameries as 
auxiliaries. There would be a loss of £3,500, 
due to the fact (iat they purchased central 
creameries as such, and would sell them as 
auxiliaries. ‘The net price, therefore, which 
the purchasers would be asked to pay for 
these five creameries was £13,000. He would 
ask the Dai). ior reasons which he would 
give, not to ask him to apportion that price 
over the five crcameries at the present stage. 
The milk galionage of these creameries was 
13.000 gallons ai the peak period, or about 
2,500,000 gallons yearly. 

The Clonoulty creameries were old esta- 
Llished co-operative conéerns, but they got 
into difficulties during 1918-1920. Things 
went from bad to worse. and they were 
closed. At the opeving of this milk season 
the suppliers in. rather a poor district were 
faced with the necessity of spilling their milk, 
as there was no creamery to which they 
could send it. The creameries were closed 
because their liabilities were very high, and 
they were unable to get further credit. In 
that state of affairs the Government stepped 
in and made an extremely favourable, bargain 
with the crediters,.to whom they paid a 
composition in cash. They bought one 
central and three auxiliaries for £5,000. In- 
stead of paying the purchase money to the 
owners they paid the creditors, and they 
were now selling back the creameries to the 
same society, or, perhaps, to that society 
joined with another society, for £5,600. 

RE-OPENED. 

The result was that they were able to re- 
open the creameries and put the society on 
its feet on the basis of a very reagonable com- 
position. Lhey required, however, only 

000, because the suppliers took shares to 
the extent of £5,000 and lodged £1,000 in 
cash—the balance to be paid in seven or 
eight years. He was asking the Dail for 
£4,000 to liquidate that debt. 

The Ballymakeera Creamery was in Mid- 
Cork, and was the only proprietary creamery 
left in the district. tt was a big, central 
creamery. The Government bought that for 
£3,000. The milk supply was only 1,500 
gallons, but the creamery was only recently 

, and time was ge ros to develop a 
milk supply. Moreover, the supply could not 
be properly developed until auxiliaries were 
erected at a convenient distance from the 
central creamery, and that was exactly what 
the Government wanted The whole 


industry to the farmers eut out pro- 
prietary interests. This creamery was pur- 
chased very cheaply, but in his opinion a 
subsidy of about £1,000 would be required. 
It would have to be sold as an auxiliary to a 
neighbouring creamery.

BS far as they had completed sales the 
had obtained about £100, for about 70 
creameries. They had thirty-five yet to sell, 
and they would have to get between 
and £70,000 for these. e did not want to 
put it too far, but the House could take it 
that the creameries they had for sale were 
considerably bette: than those that they had 
sold, and a far more saleable asset, so that 
there was no doubt that the estimates which 
he gave in March last were working. out 
favourably. 

Dairy farmers were like shopkeepers, 
labourers, and the rest of them—if they had 
any grievance they became ‘ vocal very 
quicklyv—and he was certain that if there 
was any question of a creamery being sold 
grossly over its value the dairy farmers 
would get into touch with their Deputies. 
If there was any such case to be raised there 
let it be dealt with after due notice, and he 
would deal with it specifically. 

The Government had closed at least fifty 
creameries. Every redundant auxiliary cost 
the farmers of the parish £600 a year. 

There was no use in discussing the matter 
on the basis that a new creamery could be 
put up for so much, The Government. were 
prepared to give far more for a creamery 
ith 5,000 or 6,000 gallons of milk, even a 
middling one, than for a Up-top one with 
3,000 gallons. That should be remembered 
when debating the question of creameries. 


MR. DE VALERA. 


COMMITTEE SUGGESTED. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that, 
while the members of his party favoured 
everything that would make for efficiency in 
the dairying industry, they could not agree 
straight off to the estimate, which was only 

rt of a much larger transaction. Their 
examination of the debates that had taken 
place on the subject raised a number of 
points on which they would like to have 
information. He suggested that the matter 
should be postponed until a committee nom!- 
nated by the Selection Committee had re- 
ported upon all the details of the transaction 
from the beginning. It appeared that in the 
original transaction a sum cf some hundred 
thousand pounds, at least, was paid for the 
concern more than its value, and the manner 
in which the matter was brought in was 
indefensible 

‘‘It is a very large transaction,” he added, 
‘“and we are not disposed to grant a blank 
chegae to the Minister to do just as he 
pleases. The vote was rushed through on a 
former occasion in the intervals during the 
discussion of the Electricity Supply Bill.” 

The details of a huge scheme like this, he 
said, should be carefully examined, so that 
no hardship should be inflicted upon those 
affected by it. They had received complaints 
that the distance the farmers had to come 
formerly had increased and that no account 
was taken of the physical features of the 
areas concerned. 

The vastness of the transaction compelled 
them to propose as an amendment that dis- 
cussion on the vote should be postponed until 
they had the report of a Special Committee 
of the House, and until they had all the 
details of the transaction. 

NOT IN ORDER. 

The SPEAKER pointed out that Mr. de 
Valera’s proposition could not be brought for- 
ward as an amendment, but he could move 
a reduction of the vote by a small or a big 


sum. 

Mr. de VALERA—Perhaps the Minister 
will agree to the setting up of such a com- 
mittee. In his statement there are good 
grounds for setting up such a committee. 

Mr. HOGAN said that there were only a 
few questions that might be inquired into :— 
(1) were the properties bought too dearly? 
(2) were they sold too dearly’? (á) were they 
sold at a loss to the State’? and (4) were 
creameries closed that should have been left 
open? 

If such a committee were set up its duty 
would be exactly the same as his had been 
when he was endeavouring to buy the pro- 
perties. Such a committee could have the 
N AM] re-valued by the same staff as he 
ad, and if not they would have to be re- 
valued by others, and the delay would be at 
least six months and the cost would be very 
high. As to the condensers, he had to get 
as Valuers a member of one of the chief 
engineering bodies in England and an expert 
from Germany, and if they were to have 
these things re-valued the cost would be very 


high. 
UNBUSINESSLIKE. 

Doubtless, he would be asked what he had 
paid for the creameries, but the position was 
that the liquidation of these was going on 
from day to day, and a number of them 
were still unsold. It would 
right for him to give figures, 
in these cases. ‘There should be no informa- 
tion given to a Committee which would not 
be given to, or asked for, by the Dail. 

He would have to reveal to the Committee 
the exact price paid for creameries not yet 
sold. Could he do business on such lines, as 
the prices would become known ! It would 
not be just to the farmers, and he could not 
make a good bargain if it became known 
what they were asking for the unsold 
property. A special committee could carry 
out the work only in a wasteful way. Was 
there to be a hoid up in liquidation ! 

Before a special committee was set up they 
should have a prima facie case made that the 
factories had been: bought too dear. Co- 
operation in the Free State had suffered from 
the lack of that control which was received 
from Governments in other countries. In the 
Free State co-operation had to be built up 
around friendly societies, whilst in other 
countries they were operated within definite 
State lines. 

The Gevernment’s policy was to control the 
a rative societies in the interests of the 
whole industry, and to see that some . 
ment of State, over and above all, had 
certain rights to limit their activities. 

BLACK AND WHITC.

Lovell and Christmas had come in, and that 
large sums of money would not be needed to 
buy them out? Were they going to allow 
foreign companies to come in and exploit one 
of the chief industries of the country’ Certain 
charges were being made, and the House 
should find out if there was any truth in 
them. There were even charges of corruption, 
but he was not able to get definite informa- 
tion as to whether these eharges were on a 
proper foundation, The Minister, for his own 
sake, and if he wanted public confidence in 
the work, should allow a committee to be 
set up. 

x MOST EXTRAORDINARY.” 

Mr. HOGAN said that when imtroducing the 
scheme he made a detailed statement of the 
Government’s whole creamery and. dairy 
policy. A detailed statement of the terms of 
agreement was placed in the Library. There 
was no other information available, and if 
deputies were not satisfied with those docu- 
ments they could have resort to question and 
answer.

The State should have 
come forward and say to people who by their 
brains and enterprise built up a perfectly 
legitimate business in the country, where 
everyone ran to distribution:—‘‘ High State 
policy demands that you shall be compulsorily 
acquired on a land purchase basis at half the 
market value.”’

AN OBJECTIONABLE CLAUSE. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, moved the second reading of 
the Dentists Bill, 1927. Except for a few 
minor changes, it was, he said, similar to 
the bill that was before a former Dail. To 
get the full effect of the proposals some at- 
tention should be pajd to the Medical Prac- 
titioners’ Act that was passed last June. The 
bill provided that the control of dental prac- 
titioners, should be in the hands of Irish- 
men in this country. 

SIR JAMES CRAIG box we: Dub- 
lin ita deire |: said that he had supported 
a second reading of that kind on two former 
ioccasions. In the bill he found Clause 453 
objectionable. It said that “it shall not 

lawful for any person, on or after the 
date of the passing of this Act, to practise, 
or hold himself out, whether directly or b 
implication, as practising, or being prepared 
to practise, dentistty or dental surgery, un- 
less such person is a registered dentist." 

A sub-section allowed the performance by 
a registered medical practitioner of any sur- 
gical operation in connection with the tissues 
of the mouth or jaws, or the giving by a 
registered medical practitioner of any dental 
treatment, advice, or attendance in turgent 
dental cases.

It meant also that this 
country was dependent on the drink traffic, 
and that the more its people drank the 
stronger financial position would the country 
be in, The more drunkards they had the 
more able the country would be to meet its 
obligations. The absurdity of the argument 
needed no further comment. 

Mr. Poilock had mentioned that a scheme of 
prohibition as something that would be a bad 
thing for Northern Ireland. He (Mr. Pringle) 
did not know of any prohibition campaign at 
the moment. The scheme was for local option. 
and, if that was carried, there would ve no 
need to go further than local option. 

THE GOVERNMENT SPEAKERS. 

The Rev. T. M. Johnstone, B.A., convener 
of the Assembly's Temperance Committee, 
Belfast, said that if local option had then 


in Ulster, they could, without doubt have 
swept the liquor traffic completely out of the 
country, with incalculable consequences of 
advantage to the peace and prosperity of their 
imperial province. 

Dealing with the more important grounds 
on which local option had been turned down 
heretofore by the Government of Northern 
Ireland, he said that it was not surprising to 
find in this connection that Government 
speakers hardly ever produced any arguments 
against local option itself. They cunningly 
contented themselves either by apvealing to 
the political prejudices of the people or by 
seeking to broadcast an entirely false 
impression of the existing condition of things. 

Another consideration that was urged 
against local option by Government speakers 
was that it invo’ved the political danger of 
bringing Ulster into a Dublin Pariament. 
Tnat was sheer moonshine. Temperance 
reform endangered no interests save those of 
the kingdom of darkness. But the Unionist 
Party had the solution in its own control. 
If its Selection Committee presenied candi- 
dates, who were not only sound Unionists, 
but also im favour of further temperance 
reform along local option lines, then there 
was no possibility of a split, but instead, of 
a victorious return of all its mominees. 

A QUESTION OF TAXATION. 

After over half a century’s advocacy of the 
cause of local option they had now come to 
the point where they were determined never 
in future to record a vote for any candidate 
vwho was not in favour of granting to the 
people the popular control of the drin.. traffic. 
They believed with the great Lord Shaftes- 
bury, that whatever was morally right could 
never be politically wrung, and whatever was 
morally wrong could never be politically 
right. 

Another argument of Mr. Pollock’s was 
that the Government of Northern Ireland, in 
passing the Act of 1923, went to the limit 
of its Constitutional powers, and that if any 
legislative Act of the Ulster Government were 
to deprive the British Government of any 
of the revenue from alcohol, then the Ulster 
Government would be required to impose 
some sort of heavy taxaticn to meet its 
deficit. The Constitution of Northern Ireland 
was to be found in two or three Acts, all of 
which were public property. These had all 
been carefully examined and there was not a 
syllable in any one of these documents to 
justify such an opinion. Mr. Pollock had 
qualities that clevated him to high office in 
the State, but when he assumed the role 
of prophet, and made statements about the 
future, his statements were not likely to 
carry any greal amount of conviction. His 
answer to this part of Mr. Pollock's state- 
ment was simply this: that it was not true. 

The Rev. John Pollock, St. Enoch’s, 
Belfast, also addressed the meeting, on the 
beneficent iniluences of prohibition in 
America. 

On the motion of the Rev. John M‘Cammon, 
Moderator of the Route Presbytery, seconded 
by Mr. W. W. B. Keers, Finvoy, resolutions 
were passed, one of which demanded that in 
the next Parliament a measure of local 
option should be passed for Northern Ireland, 
giving the people of each locality the right 

decide by direct vote whether licences 
should be issued for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor in Vhat locality.

MENTAL PATIENTS’ ESCAPE 


RECAPTURED AFTER FIGHT 
WITH POLICE. 


A fierce struggle between two West Riding 
constables and four men, armed with heavy 
hedge stakes, who recently escaped from the 
State Institution for Mental Defectives at 
Rampton road, near Retford; took place at 
Rossington, six miles from Doncaster, last 
Tuesday night. When the men appeared at 
Rossington village they were challenged by 
the constables, and started using their hedge 
stakes azainst the police. Ultimately three of 
them were overpowered and captured. The 
other man escaped, but surrendered later to 
the police. The men were without food or 
money, and had apparently walked by night. 
and kept out of observation during daytime. 

A sharp look-out had been kept by the police 
over a wide area in Notts and Yorkshire, 
following the escape of five inmates trom the 
institution last Monday night. ey gained 
their liberty by removing an iron bar from 
a window. The fifth inmate; a boy of 16, 
was recaptured at Selby, many miles from 
the institution.

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ENNIS VALUATION 
APPEALS.

MOST OF THEM REJECTED. 

A furore was created in Ennis in March 
last when figures relating .to the partial 
revaluation of the town were published. As 
a result of the revision the valuation of the 
urban district was increased from £8,118 to 
£9.222, the greater part of the increase 
falling on the licensed houses of the town. 
Appeals were subsequently lodged with the 
Commissoners of Valuation against the new 
assessments. 

It is now learned that most of the appeals 
were rejected, and im those that have been 
successful the reductions are slight as 
to make little material alieration in the total. 
Nearly all the licensed traders affected are 
taking a further appeal to the Ciremt Court 
Judge, because the matter is of special im 
portance to them, as an increase in their 
valuation means an increase m their licence 
duty. In the vast majority of cases the 
licence duty 1s calculated by adding twenty 
ner cent. to the valuation and then haiving 
the result. In the case of very low valna- 
tious there is a munimus licence duty of £5, 
and there are certain deductions for hote!s, 
six-day heences, etc. 


CRUSHED BY MOTOR CAR. 
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OPEN VERDICT RETURNED AT 
BELFAST INQUEST. 
Remarking that the case was clearly one for 
further investigation in the Police Court, Dr. 
James Graham, the Belfast Coroner, returned 
an open verdict yesterday at the resumed 
inquest on George Henry Blake, Sandy row, 
who died last Saturday as the result of 
injuries received in a motor accident at the 
junction of Donegall road and Sandy row on 

October 13. 

Constable James Campbell stated that a 
motor car driven by John Ward collided with 
a car which was crossing over on the. in- 
going tram lines, and, swerving to the left, 
headed for a lamp post.- Blake, who was 
standing there, was crushed between the lamp 
post and the radiator of the car.

CORK, Wednesday. 

It is indicative of the 
in the shipping trade of the Port of Cork 
that during the year ended the Sist July last 
the income from tonnage dues and dues on 
goods. showed an increase over that of the 
preceding year of £10,899. Last agg total 
revenue amounted to £82,566 12s. 2d., as 
compared with £71,466 14s. 9d. for the pre 
vious twelve months. 

This is the outstanding feature of the draft 
statement of accounts of the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners, which has just been circulated 
among the members, and will come up for 
discussion at next Wednesday's meeting of 
the Board. . 

It is also interesting to note that, despite 
the increased traffic, it has beep found pos- 
sible to effect various economies, which have 
resulted in a reduction in expenditure of 
£7,832 8s. 2d. The net result of the year's 
working has been, therefore, the transforma- 
tion of a deficiency of £5,671 18s. 9d. on the 
Bist July, 1926, into a surplus of “£12,229 
19s. 4d. at the end of the last financial year. 

At to-day’s meeting of the Board the Chair- 
man (Mr. F J. Daly) made reference to the 
balance sheet, which he described as a most 
satisfactory one. With the exception of one 

ear, he said, last year’s reserve was the 
ighest yet attained. and he would like the 
stockholders to understand that the affairs of 
the Board were in a very flourishing con- 
dition.

Dr. Moorhead, Regius Professor of Physic, 
seconded the resolution. He spoke of Dr. 
Bernard’s high intellectual attainments and 
his work in relation to the scientific schools 
of the University. One part of his greatness 
was the fact that he was able to take not 
merely a general survey of a big situation, 
but had a grasp of the most minute detail. 
TL late Provost knew well the importance 
of the Medica! School. and he (Dr. Moor- 
head) was always struck by the extraordinary 
wisdom of his advice and his minute know- 
ledge of every detail of that school. They 
had had 36 Provosts of that universitv, and 
he could say definitely that the scientific 
schools owed as much to his generous sup- 
port as to any one of the 36.

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COUNTY WEXFORD BEET 
GROWERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


THE APPOINTMENT OF 
SUPERVISORS. 


The County Committee of the County Wex- 
ford Beet Growers’ Association, at a meeting 
which was held in Enniscorthy last Tuesday, 
appointed five delegates to the General Com- 
mittee of the Association in Carlow. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. Doyle) said that he 
had been told that the supervisors who were 
to watch the growers’ interests at the factory 
had been appointed for this season. He did 
not know what right anyone had to appoint 
supervisors before a general meeting of the 
Committee was held. If the Executive was 
going to take everything into their own hands 
he did not see any necessity for the General 
Committee. 

Mr. T. Bolger (Ferns), one of the delegates 
from the county to Carlow last year, said that 
when the Executive were appointing the 
supervisors last year it took almost a whole 
day to select six men. It was then agreed 
more or less that the supervisors who gave 
satisfaction would be reappointed again this 
year. With reference to the shares, he said 
that Mr. Donohoe and Mr. Green, who, with 
Fahy, the General Secretary, were 
organising the nine beet-growing counties. 
were doing the work in their own time, and 
probably would not issue any share ' forms 
until they had the whole lot organised. He 
said that last year in Carlow he found the 
delegates from the different counties were 
quite pleased to leave things in the hands of 
the local Executive in Carlow, because they 
were all large beet growers. 

The Chairman said that he had no fault 
to find with the work of the Executive last 
rear. 

: The Chairman, commenting on the poor 
attendance of only nine members out of 
twenty-one, said that apparently beet-growing 
was not as interesting as they thought it was. 
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NORTHERN IRELAND CREAMERY 
BUTTER, 


The last of the series of cross-Channel 
surprise butter inspections arrahged this year 
by the Northern Ministry in connection with 
its scheme for effecting imp ‘vement in the 
manufacture and marketing cf creamery 
butter was held in Glasgow on October 11 
last. Twenty-seven samples (56lb boxes) 
were sent to he inspection, the im being 
Messrs. J. Leggat and W. G. itehead, 
butter merchants, of Glasgow. Thirteen of 
the samples. were adjudged .“ premium " and 
ten “ standard.” The judges rerarked that 
the samples, on the whole, were of a very 
high standard, and regarded the packing and 
finish as very creditable. 

On October 12 the boxes of butter were 
displayed in the Glasgow Produce Exchange 
for examination by local wholedale butter 
merchants and importers. The exhibition was 
well attended, and those present were 
favourably impressed by the general high 
quality of the samples. i 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE IN

A CLERGYMAN ADMONISHED. 


The Commission of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in Ireland on the 
reference from the Belfast Presbytery in the 
case of the Rev. Samuel Hanna met in the 
Church House, Belfast, yesterday. The case 
arose out of the recent trial of the Rev. 
Professor Davey on a charge of heresy,

EIGHTY GALLONS OF WASH 
FOUND. 


While engaged on Revenue duty at <een- 
sanbane, Carrowkeel. Co. Donegal, Sergeant 
McNamee and Guards O’Grady and O’Rafferty 
efiected one of their largest seizures in con- 
nection with the poteen traffic. 

The discovery of fresh traces of a fire in an 
unfrequented and marshy portion of the vast 
mountain track induced the Guards to con- 
eentrate their search in this vicinity, with the 
result that they discovered a ‘‘ cooler,’’ which 
obviously had been used in the manufacture 
of illicit spirits. Using their “ searchers,” 
they unear four barrels, which contained 
approximately eighty gallons of wash. Care 
had to be taken to prevent the slightest dis- 
turbance of the earth in the vicinity.

Department of Lands is anxious to pur- 
chase or lease lands suitable for the 
purpose of afforestation.

It is pointed out that only compact 
blocks of land were capable of being 
worked economieally for forestry purposes. 

THE DEPARTMENT'S LETTER. 

The matter was raised .t vesterday’s meet- 
ing; of the Rathdown Rural Council by Dr. 
J. F. Neary, Medical Officer, Dundrum. 

The Department, in a letter to the Council, 
stated that they were anxious to acquire suit: 
able lands of not less than 300 acres each in 
extent. As a rule only compact blocks were 
capable of being worked economically for 
forestry purposes. The Department would not 
ordinarily be prepared to consider the acquisi- 
tion of smaller blocks of suitable lands, un- 
less there were several such blocks in close 
roximity, comprir'‘ng together an area of 
500 acres or over, or where the block offered 
wa; situated in the vicinity oÍ one oí the 
Department’s existing properties, 

SUITABLE LANDS, 

The letter described the type of lands the 
Department was prepared to acquire—lands 
of low agricultural value, such as semi-waste 
lan’ of rough mountain grazing land, Un- 
suitable lands for afforestation were ground 
covered with deep bog, mountain sides and 
hilltops exposed to prevailing winds, bare 
rock, and land over 1,200 feet above sea 
level (not including high sheltered valleys 
and glens). 

QUESTION OF PRICE. 

The letter concluded :—‘ The prices paid 
by the Department for areas deemed suit- 
able for acquisition by them for afforestation 
are governed solely by the utility of the lands 
fo: forestr - operations.’’ 

HEALTH R™ SORTS. 

Dr. Neary said tha’ all the famous health 
resorts of the world seemed to find them- 
selves in well wooded country. 

Continuing. he said :—‘' From the economic 
standpoint, if it is considered that France 
maintains forest over a total area probably 
twice the size wf this whole island, much of 
it on good land which could be utilised 
otherwise, it would seem reasonable to infer 
that it should be sound economy to so deal 
with our waste mountain lands. 

** Attention can be focussed on the subject, 
and a lot can be done by your Council in 
planting trees on roadsides or vacant spaces 
about villages; which would render them in 
appearance less barren than hitherto.” 

IN COUNTY DUBLIN. 

Dr. Neary went on to say that he was com- 
Ag to raise the question by the fact of 
ack of employment at the moment, which 
seemed likely to become very acute before the 
winter was over. 

Mr. A, W. Cullen, Chairman, said that 
there was land suitable for afforestation in 
the vicinity of the Dublin Mountains.

ENGINEER ESTIMATES 
“GOST AT £100,000. 


At the resumed sitting in the Dundalk 
Harbour Office yesterday of the Ports and 
Harbours Tribunal, Mr. J. P. Macardle, 
Williams, ‘Secretary and Engineer to the 
Board, continued his evidence. The final 
plans of the im were not 
yet completed. i ! 
The irman (Mr. H. B. O'Hanlon) said 
that, it a to him that the existing wall 
would do well enough. i : 
. Witness said that it was impossible to 
dredge close to the existing wall, se the 
present foundations virtually rested on the 
surface. They could only dredge to the depth 
bf the base of the wrls. The proposed new 
wall would be of concrete. When the Com- 
missioners had constructed a new quay from 
the extremity of the steampacket prem/ses 
to. the. extremity of Sir muel Kelly’s 
premises, and provided cranes, he did not 
think that there would: be. much of the 
£55,000 borrowed under the new Act left. 
That was without any expenditure on the 
Railway quay, the filling up of a certain gap 
or dredging in front of the new quay. To 
carry out the entire work in aa 
the scheme he believed it would cost £100,000. 


FINANCIAL POSITION. 

Mr. O’Conor said that apparently the 
£55,000 would be expended on the purchase 
of the quer and on about 50. per cent. of the 
work. Witness agreed. 

Mr. O’Conor—That is to say that you take 
a different view from the consulting engineer? 
I am afraid I do. i 

Mr. O'Conor—And, therefore, the proposal 
will not be carried out in its entirety with a 
loan of £55,000? 

Witness—I am afraid not. 

Witness went on to say that the cost of 
acquiring the quays wag éstimated by Mr. 
McCarthy, consulting engineer, at. £11,300. 
That included all the quays except the steam- 
packet quay. According to Mr. McCarthy’s 
evidence to the Committee of the Oireachtas, 
the cost of reconstruction would come to 
SANA, exclusive of rails and other equip- 
ment. 

Mr. William Twibill said that he was Chair- 
man of the Board for the t ten years and 
a member for the past dr sebaen, The new 
Act was brought in because for many years 
there had been congestion of the quays and a 
shortage of cranes, and they thought that the 
quays should not be in the hands of private 
owners, He estimated that there would be a 
small profit to the Board from the cranes. He 
considered the financial position of the Board 
was good. The turnover of the port had in- 
creased in the past ten years, but he could 
not say that the profits had increased cor- 
respondingly. They had heavy outlay on the 
new Act and on the dredger. In future thev 
would not have such heavy law costs : 

CHARGES ON THE LOAN. 

He believed that the returns from quayage 
and cranage would go very far towards meet- 
ing the charges on the loan. He agreed that 
it might be necessary to increase the rates on 
some goods. They did not intend to go be- 
yond the £55,000 loan. nor did they intend 
to ask for a further loan until the’ £55,000 
was repaid. He hoped to see the day when 
ships of 2,000 tons carrying grain from over- 
seas would come into the port. Before the 
British -and Irish Company bought the 
steampacket service, Mr. Barry, the manager 
of the company, interviewed the Commis- 
sioners, and asked them to give the company 
the same‘ dues as in Dublin, in order to enable 
them to come to the port. They eventually 
agreed tu do this for one year, and the British 
and Irish Company came. 

The Chairman remarked that the trade of 
the port seemed to have been fluctuating 
steadily downwards since 1913. 

Witness—You will find that it will be 
fluctuating steadily upwards. in the future. 

ACCOMMODATION. 

Mr. John Lambe, Deputy Harbour Master, 
said that the Channel was sufficiently buoyed 
and lighted, and he never received any com- 
plaints as to these matters. It might happen 
once a month that there was not sufficient 
accommodation at the port. The quays were 
sound enough for dealing with present traffic. 
Sometimes, on small tides, vessels had diffi- 
culties in taking up their positions at the 
berths, When tides were good it never 
happened that a vessel too large to handle 
came into the port. The usual draughts were 
11 feet for neap tides and 15 feet for spring 
tides. A vessel of 15 feet draught was not 
the largest that could come at any stage of 
"e tide.

She saw them and 
vanished, On the second occasion Margaret 
Kelly climbed to the same window by means 
of a shed, and came in through the window, 
when the Guards came from hiding and 
arrested her. Mary Loughnane appeared out- 
side shortly after. Both have been in 
prison since. 

£16 IN COAT COLLAR. 

Superintendent T. Keyes told the Judge 
that the matron of Sligo Prison found £16 
in notes concealee in the collar of Margaret 
Kelly’s coat. 

Margaret Kelly, who carried a child aged 
nine months, wept bitterly, and asked the 
Judge to “let them go.” It was their first 
time to be in prison. 

The Judge said that he did not want to 
have the child separated from its mother. 
As the accused women had been in jail for 
over two months, and as they were so 
young, he would give them this chance, 
though he was greatly afraid they would do 
it again. Thcy were to clea out of Boyle 
immediately. :

To-day he stands be- 
fore the world as the champion of Fascist 
Italy. . His views are expressed in reply 
to an attack which had been made on him 
be Dr. Friedrich Adler, leader of the 
Austrian Socialists.

Forests and Roads. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Rathdown 

ural Council an interesting letter from 
the Forestry Division of the Free State 
Department of Lands and Agriculture was 
read. It stated that the Department was 
anxious to buy or lease territories suit- 
able for the purposes of afforestation. 
Compact blocks of land, not less in area 
than 300 acres apiece, were required. The 
land should be of low agricultural value, 
such as rough mountain grazing, but deep 
hog, exposed hill-tops, bare rock or land 
higher than 1,200 feet above sea-level 
could not be considered. Within the 
terms thus stated there is waste land in 
every county in the Saorstdt. The counties 
cf the sea-board all offer large mountain- 
sides, fit to be treated in the same fashion 
as the hill-sides ef Glendalough and 
Glenmalure, where the State has carried 
out admirable schemes of afforestation ;

The Port of Cork. 


The draft statement of accounts which 
will be submitted to the next meeting of 
the Cork Harbour Commissioners discloses 
a flourishing condition of affairs. The 
total revenue cf the port for the year 
which ended on July 3lst was more than 
£82,000, showing an increase of nearly 
£11,000, or about 15 per cent., on the 
figures for the previous year. Further- 
more, by the institution of judicious 
economies the Commissioners have snc- 
ceeded in reducing expenditure by nearly 
£8,000, thus converting last year's deficit 
into a substantial surplus. No city in Ire- 
land has suffered more heavily than Cork 
as a result of the upheavals of recént 
years. Its trade was virtually ruined by 
the great fire which destroyed its principal! 
shopping thoroughfare before the truce ; 
and afterwards the wrecking of the Mallow 
Viaduct and the city’s long isolation dur- 
ing the civil war did enormous damage to 
its prosperity. The people of Cork, how- 
ever, are rehowned for their powers of re- 
covery, and a visit to their city to-day has 
many surprises for the citizen of Dublin.

Dairy Exhibits. 


The London Dairy Show is being held 
this week, and, according to our London 
Correspondent, it promises to be a great 
success. This Show is one of the chief 
agricultural fixtures of the year. It 
attracts farmers from every part of the 
British Isles, anxious to learn the latest 
tricks of their trade, and is of especial 
interest to raisérs of poultry, whose 
number has increased enormously since 
the war. All sorts of ingenious devices 
are on exhibit, including a contrivance for 
plucking a fowl by suction in forty-five 
seconds. The modern cow-barn which is 
displayed at the Show resembles a hotel 
rather than the old-fashioned byre, while 
the most recent inventions for the bottling 
and sterilising of milk represent an 
enormous advance on earlier methods. 
‘We regret to learn from our London 
Correspondent that the samples of Free 
State duck eggs, exhibited by the Ministry 
for Lands and Agriculture, are not up to 
the excellent standard oí former occasions. 
“There is one case of duck eggs,’ he 
writes, “packed in dirty-looking straw, 
while the case, apparently of native 
timber, is cracked.’ Since the passage of 
Mr. P. J. Hogan's Egg Bill the standard 
of Free State eggs has been extremely 
high. During the last twelve months 
they have commanded the best prices in 
the British market, and the achievement 
of the late Minister for Justice’s ideal— 
that Free State produce should be “ con- 
sistently good rather than occasionally 
excellent ’’—was in sight. For that reason 
we are very much surprised that an 
inferior exhibit should have been allowed 
to appear at the Dairy Show, and [feel 
sure that there has been a mistake some- 
where. One unattractive exhibit can 
destroy the good impression that is made 
by a hundred fine displays; for competi- 
tion nowadays is so keen that perfection 
is the only guarantee of sales.

ATTENTION, 


Under present conditions the best 
medical attention in this country can be 
obtained by only two classes, the rich and 
the poor, and both are attended by 
‘practically the same advisers, said Dr.

“That we call upon the British Govern- 
ment and the Government of the Irish 
Free State, the parties to the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty and the subsequent bargain under 
which our wishes were disregarded, to in- 
stitute san inquiry. into the manner in 
which the Government of Northern Ire- 
land have treated the Nationalist minority 
in the Six Counties; how they have jerry- 
mandered the Counties of Fermanagh and 
Tyrone, and thus deprived the Catholic 
majorities of any control of the county or 
rural councils in these counties; how they 
have administered the new Education Act 
in Tyrone and Fermanagh, where the 
majority of the people, the majority of the 
scholars, and the great majority of papils 
are Catholic, and vet among the many 
officials appointed to administer the Act 
there has not been even one Catholic 
selected.”’

COMPROMISE EFFORTS.

CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. - 

Earnest endeavours to achieve a com- 
promise on the flag question are being 
made on all sides. The latest evidence of 
this comes from the De Kerk Bode 
(Church Messenger), the official organ of 
the Dutch Reformed Church.

He reminded the Govern- 
ment that they were not choosing a 
temporary flag, but a symbol intended for 
the lifetime of the South African nation, 
and the Government’s present design, even 
if forced through Parliament and accepted 
by a referendum, would nevertheless not 
be the flag of a united nation, but a 
“mere rag,’’ standing for discord and 
division. 

Mr. Malan, in accepting the adjourn- 
ment, emphasised that he was only doing 
so on the distinct understanding that the 
Government would not come before Parlia- 
ment with any further proposals.

OPEN LETTER TO THE 
PRIMATE. 


“ MAN’S EVOLUTION FROM 
APE-LIKE STOCK.” 

The following is the text of the open 
letter addressed by the Bishop of Birming- 
ham to the Archbishop of Canterbury, in 
which cross-headings have been inserted : — 

My Lorp ArcustsHop,—Certain reflections 
upon an interruption to the Service in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral when I was preaching there 
last Sunday may well take the form of an 
open letter to yourself, as the incident has 
a significance which your Grace will not 
minimise. 

A dozen years ago I found myself Master 
of the Temple, and, as such, minister to 
that congregation, which, with its legal 
nucleus, is probably the most intellectual in 
England. Soon discovered that, while 
ancient pieties and the stress of war brought 
men and women to worship in the Temple 
Church, there were relatively few among 
them for whom Christian dogma had any 
vitality. Traditional formule had withered 
in the mental environment created by modern 
knowledge, and had been replaced by a wist- 
ful agnosticism. 


NO CRITICISM OF INDIVIDUALS. 

I thereupon began to preach sermons in 
which I set forth clearly my own beliefs and 
doubts. I found immediate response and 
shrewd criticism. I was thereby encouraged 
to read widely. I learned the value of plain 
speech. If honest conviction is expressed in 
simple language and maintained by reasoned 
argument, the strength of its appeal is great. 

I still try thus to study and to teach. 
neither have, nor seek to have, skill in con- 
troversy, so, while I argue forcibly against 
untrue doctrines, I never criticise ‘individuals 
who hold them. Most of my teaching is 
positive and unreported. 

One cause of weakness of the Church has 
arisen from the apparent determination of 
religious teachers to ignore scientific dis- 
covery. 

Though all competent biologists accept 
man’s evolution from ape-like stock, the 
theological consequences of such belief are 
still seldom stated. I set myself years ago 
to expound’ these consequences, and to show 
why they did not seem to me to upset the 
main Christian position. On this topic I 
have preached or spoken scores of times. A 
sermon which I preached when the British 
Association met at Cardiff in 1920 travelled 
round the world, and brought me over a 
thousand letters. 

I have always admitted that neither evolu- 
tion nor Covernican astronomy was accepted 
at the reformation, when ovr Prayer Book 
and Articles received substantially their 
present form, but the whole _ theological 
scheme reared by Augustine on ‘The Fall” can 
be rejected without injury to the main 
fabric of Christian belief 


A NEW ERA. 

The second main reason for the present 
alienation of educated men and women from 
the Church of England is the growth of 
erroneous sacramental doctrines. During, 
and since, the war the degeneration of sacra- 
mental belief has proceeded apace, until to- 
day late medieval theories, rejected in the 
bluntest ianguage at the Reformation, are 
openly taught in Angligan churches. 

Hitherto those who hold such theories have 
merely asked for tolerance within our com: 
munion, but at St. Paul's last Sunday I was 
denounced for condemning exactly those 
sacramental errors which our Church . re- 
pudiates., 

A new era has apparently opened when a 
Bishop of the Church of England, who up- 
holds its traditional sacramental doctrines, 
is for that reason to be, exposed to public 
attack by those who ignore what is seemly 
in pubhe worship. 

The immediate cause of the outburst 
appears to be a statement—which I now. re- 
affirm—that the doctrine of transubstantia- 
tion is untrue. As every student of com- 
parative religion knows, it has affinities with 
i' magico-religious beliefs of the lower cul- 
tural level than that of our present civilisa- 
tion. 

_1 have not hesitated to describe the belief 
as a superstition, inasmuch as one of our 
present articles says that it ‘‘ overthroweth 
the nature of a sacrament and hath given 
occasion to many superstitions.”” I have 
pointed .out the close parallel between the 
arguments by which ineffective attempts are 
made to defend alike transubstantiation and 
idolatry, and I need not remind your Grace 
that the final rulric of cur present Com- 
munion Service uses the word “ idolatry.” 

We have no right to assume the existence 
of spiritual properties in inanimate objects 
unless they can be spiritually discerned; 
yet there is no man li. ng who possesses the 
spiritual discernment by which to discrimi- 
nate between consecrated and unconsecrated 
bread. For the last: twerty years I have 
constantly urged in my teaching that our 
Church formally denies that any change 
occurs in the bread and wine at consecration. 
According to. medieval theory, matter - 
sesses “‘accidents ” rad '' substance.” The 
accidents are physical properties "which we 
can perceive by the senses, and no one has 
ever suggested that these are changed at 
consecration.

NEW TYPE OF LINER 
PROJ ECTED.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The group of industrialists, who are 
seeking a loan from the United States 
Shipping Board to enable them to con- 
struct a fleet of steamers capable of cross- 
ing the Atlantic in ninety-six hours, have 
requested a formal hearing before the 
Board on. November 19th. 

Yesterday tests were made of a twenty- 
feet model of one of their proposed ships 
in the experimental basin of the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard. Naval experts calculated 
from the regnits of these tests that it 
would be able to steam at a speed of 50 
per cent. greater than that of existing 
steamers, with one-half the fuel and one- 
third ‘of the crews. 

The project, which is supported princi- 
pally by the American Brown Boveri 
Corporation, calls for the construction of 
ten 20,000-ton ships, with daily express 
sailings from Montauk Point, Long Island, 
or, New London, Connecticut, to Southamp- 
ton and Havre. 

The promoters hope to have the line in 
operation by 1930. In shipping circles 
here there is a good deal of scepticism 
about the project. Quite apart from what 
are believed to be the mechanical difficul- 
ties involved in it, there are difficulties, 
mainly of finance, which are thought to 
be insuperable. 


BANDITS ATTACK A 
MINE. 


BRITISH MANAGER 
HELD TO RANSOM.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

The United States Consul at Mazatlan 
has informed the State Department here 
that Mexican bandits have captured Mr. 
W. E. Mitchell, general manager of the 
Amajac Mining Corporation, in the inland 
district of Nayaric. 

Mr. Mitchell, who is a British subject, 
is held for a 5,000 pesos ransom within 
five days, under threat of being shot if 
not redeemed before that period elapses. 

The British Minister at Mexico City 
has, it is stated, made representations 
on the subject to the Mexican Govern- 
ment. It is also reported that the bandits 
seized a mail bag and pay-roll of 2,000 
pesos destined for the Amajac Mines, and 
that four soldiers of the small military 
escort were killed. 

The American Consul further adds that 
military protection of mines is still in- 
adequate, and that the Mexican authori- 
ties have been requested to increase the 
forces detailed for this purpose.

DISARMAMENT CAMPAIGN. 

The Press Association’s Politica} Cofre 
spondent states:—Six or eigh— meetings 
are to be addressed before C¥ristmas by 
Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, fi pursuance 
of a campaign which he inte to under- 
take in support of the disarmament policv 
of the League of Nations Union. Lord 
Cecil resigned from the Cabinet Jast 
August, following a disagreement with his 
colleagues on disarmament. His first 
public speech since his resignation will! be 
delivered at a special meeting of the 
General Council of the League of Nations 
Union, to be held in London to-morrow, 


i and it is understood that he intends to 


remove all doubts as to his attitude, and 
that his speech will be one of great im- 
portance. It will be made in moving the 
following resolution on behalf of the 
Executive Committee of the Union. 

The General Council believes that the 
general reduction and limitation of arma- 
ments by international agreement, before 
i is too late, is essential to the main- 
tenance cf permanent peace, the fulfilment 
of our international obligations, and the 
achievement of national economy. It, 
therefore, urges the Government :— 

“1—To give effective support to the 
work of the League’s Preparatory Com- 
mission on Disarmament and the new Sub- 
Commission on Arbitration and Security, 
proposed by the eighth Assembly. 

“ 2——To promote the peaceful settlement 
of all international disputes by every 
means in its power, and with this object 
immediately: (a) to sign the optional 
clause with any reservations that may be 
necessary to provide for the special 
position of this country; (b) to announces 
its willingness to negotiate all sos án 
arbitration agreements with any civill 
nation on a model to be established by the 
League of Nations. 

“3—To co-operate whole-heartedly in 
carrying into effect the proposal of the 
eighth Assembly, that there should be 
systematic preparation of the machinery 
to be employed by the organs of the 
League of Nations, with a view to enabling

steel and asphalt floor of dairy. 

This was erected in six days to fill the 
gap caused by the compulsory dropping of 
the cattle classes, and, certainly, attracted 
much attention. To-day the stalls were filled 
with 24 shorthorn and Friesian cows, while 
there were also suitable occupants of the 
pens for bulls and calves. These animals 
came from a well-known London dairy com: 
pany. 

BACON PIGS, 

The only other live-stock exhibits were the 
pigs suited for the pork or bacon trade shown 
yy the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
In this connection visitors were informed that 
porkers weighing from 60lb, to 80lb., dead- 
weight, should be produced by 16 to 18 weeks 
from oirth, They should be fairly long and 
level, with haif-an-inch of back fat. Loins 
and hams should be well developed, head 
and shoulders light; bone, skin and hair fine. 

A cold store, with glass front, shows 
specimens of good and bad carcases. 

ILL-PACKED IRISH EGGS. 

There were many Irish visitors here to-day, 
and great indignation was expressed in regard 
to the samples of Free State eggs shown by 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. 
There is one case of duck eggs, packed in 
dirty-looking straw, while the case, apparently 
of native timber, 1s cracked. Samples from 
other countries are nicely packed in wood- 
wool or cardboard sections. As the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Dublin does not airis 
the use of straw for egg-packing, except with 
the addition of wood-wool, the appearance of 
such an exhibit calls for some inquiry. 

One of the largest London dealers in Irish 
eges told me that this example was not 
typical of the bulk which comes on the 
market.

SHYTOCK AS HERO.

SHAKESPEARE SOCIETY 
LECTURE. 


That Shylock~ was hereic rather than 
villainous in his policy of retribution was 
submitted by Mr. Bernard Shillman in a lec- 
ture to the Dublin Branch of the British 
Empire Shakespeare Society in the Hall, 5 
Leinster street, Dublin, last evening. Dr. 
H. QO. Tisdall (Vice-President) occupied the 
chair. 

The lecturer stated that no matter from 
what ZZ of view the circumstances were 
viewed it would be found that Shylock had 
suffered a. cruel injustice. He was, in every 
sense, a wronged man. It was bad enough 
that, when, many a time and oft, Shylock 
went upon the Rialto, he was spat upon as a 
dog, and -bad enough that when he left the 
Ghetto to walk the streets of Venice the 
Venetian sons of Belial were wont to stone 
ium, haráss him and persecute him. But 
when some of those who hated and reviled 
him actualy encouraged his daughter to 
abscond from her father’s sanctuary then 
Shylock was virtually driven to take action. 

He ran to his armoury for a lethal weapon 
and found there the bond, and in usuig it 
he acted like a hero. If he had not used the 
bond he would assuredly have been branded 
by posterity as a coward. There were other 
Shakespearean characters whose 

equally bloody, yet scholars and 
Shakespeareans hesitated to call hem _ vil- 
lainous, but regarded them as heroes. There 
was Hamlet, engaged in a bloody mission- 
a mission in which he did not sueceed nntil 
he had been indirectly responsible for seven 
or eight other unnecessary deaths: There 
was Otnello, who deliberately caused ‘the 
death of Desdemona, vet regarded his action 
as “ all in honoar.”” There was Brutus, who 
murdered Cesar, yet was regarded as 
“- noble.” Yet Shylock, who caused no deaths 
whatever, was very often found among 
Shakespeare’s villains! The truth was that 
Shylock was heroic, not villainous.

RESEARCH GRANT FOR 
AGRICULTURE. 


AUSTRALIAN SCHEME. 


A Brisbane Correspondent of the Sunday 
Times states that the Comonwealth Council 
of Scientific and Industrial Research, which 
was constituted last year by the Australian 
Government, to supplement and co-ordinate 
research activities throughout the Common- 
wealth. is formulating plens for a compre- 
hensive campaign of investigation of tropical! 
agricultural problems. 

The Empire Marketing Board has offered 
to contribute £25,000 towards the capital 
cost, and £5,000 per annum towards the 
annual maintenance on a £1 for £1 basis with 
the Commonwealth for the establishment of 
a Tropical Agricultural Research Institute in 
Queensland. 

The ommonwealth Government has 
accepted the offer, and the Council is actively 
engaged in preparing a definite scheme for 
the work and organisation of the institute, 
its capital cost, annual expenditure, - equip- 
ment and staff. 

CIVIL .VIATION. 

Big developments are expected in the near 
future in the civil aviation in Australia. 
Arrangements are now in hand for the 
opening of a new air route between Adelaide 
and Perth, and for a regular seryice between 
Sydney and Brisbane. 

Another of the new services contemplated 
is between Camooweal, .on the eastern border 
of the Northern Territory, and the railhead 
of the ‘line from Port Darwin, North 
Australia. When these developments are 
effected the whole Continent will be virtually 
linked up by air routes. 

At the Jal of 1926 there were 45,100 miles 
of organised and operated air-routes in 


Australia, compared with. 21,200 miles in 
1924.

to the apvlication of the convention, and also 
a report commenting upon it. 

The committee suggests that the Council 
should forward copies of the draft convention 
to all Governments concerned, and should 
shortly convene an international conference 
to adopt a final convention.

There 
could be no assignment without the .consent 
of the landlord, and the only consent that 
tl.» latter ever gave was for a continuation 
of the tenancy for the residue of the term 
of the original letting, provided that the 
applicant got Mr. Cotter's concent. 

Judge Davitt held that there was not a 
tenancy in_the applicant. It was true that 
th. parties came within measurable distance 
at one time of an assignment, but that was 


satisfied that this was not a case of false and 
fraudulent concealment. He had looked 
into the evidence himself to try to ascertamn 


| whether the manager of the plaintiffs’ com- 


pany had represented that the previous liabili- 
ties had been discharged, but the evidence on 
that point was not entirely satisfactory, i- 
asmuch as certain phrases were used which 
were capable of at least two mterpretations, 
The phrase “all right’’ was used by the 
manager as referring to the previous bills,

CHARGE OF FALSE PRETENCES

William Anthony Sharkey, described as a
